HISTORY OF INNITOU

The name given to our yearbook, Innitiou, has a significance that not many 
people are aware of. Incorporating both our memories from Woburn High School 
and the history of Hond Pond, the title Innitou has appeared on the cover of the 
yearbook since the first yearbook in 1947 and will appear on all those to follow. 

This year’s Innitou is no different. The title itself is a testament to reme- 
brance. Derived from an early Native American tribed called the Massachusetts, Inni- 
tou means, “looking place of the great spirit.” Lake Innitou reflects Mount Towanda, 
now called Horn Pond and Horn Pond Mountain, respectively. the mountain was 
the resting place for their god Manitou. Since it was considered holy grounds, 
untouchable for mortal feet, the reflection of his resting place in the lake was their 
keepsake of their great creator. The name has been passed on to our yearbook as a 
way to remember our heritage as we leave behind a new special piece of our own.
